Lang, pressing home a hard cam- 
paign, argued for action and less 
talk, and solving of the city’s 
downtown parking and dump prob 
lems. 


In order to raise his comparative 
vote he asked, while campaigning, 
that supporters vote for him only, 
rather thay, himself and two other 
candidates. The strategy apparent- 
ly paid off, bringing him to within 
221 votes of Plaisted’s total. He 
caried two precinct’s of the city’s 

though they were the smallest 
as far as actual vote. 


For a council election in an off- 
year, observers declared, the turn- 
out wasn’t bad. Voting percentage- 
wise, was heaviest in Surburan 
park, which Lang carried by a sub- 
stantial majority. In Belle Haven, 
where Lang also drew well, only 
13 percent of the voters turned out. 


Main sources of strength for the 
incumbents were Willow road and 
Hillview school precincts, which 
had 29 percent voter turnouts. 

Most popular candidate Belangie 
carried precincts at Central school 
Stanford Park, Fremont school, 
Hillview school, Oak Knoll school, 
144 Willow road, and the Flood

The decisions were made at a 
meeting of the Atherton council 
with a committee of the county 
board of supervisors. 

Town engineer Edwin H, Smith 
predicted that adequate drainage 
with the new plan would cost un- 
incorporated areas from 1% to 2 
times as much money as with the 
original plan because the revenue 
would probably have to come from 
assessments rather than bonds, He 
added that exclusion of this area 
from the Atherton district woul: 
not seriously jeopardize Atherton 
property. 

Opposition to the drainage plan 
arose when the board of supervi- 
sors delegated to Atherton the au- 
thority to create a district which 
would include the unincorporated 
area. When the Atherton council 
held open hearings on the propos- 
al, residents from the area west of 
town protested strongly. 

They argued that if the district 
were formed, they would be sub- 
ject to taxation by the Atherton 
council, which they had no voice 
in electing. They also argued that 
they had no serious drainage prob- 
lem and that if the issue’ were to 
come to a vote for bonds they 
were streng-enough to defeat it.

diums where they will have a fair 
amount of early morning or late 
afternoon slanting sunlight along 
with some broken — sunlight 
throughout the day. 


OUTSIDE ORCHIDS 

If the immediate area where you 
intend to grow cymbidiums is free 
of frost, these orchids can be 
grown out of doors in containers 
or directly in the ground. 

The important requirement for 
cymbidiums is good drainage. 
Plant cymbidiums in a coarse, fri- 
able compost that will drain well 
and can be kept moist throughout 
the year. A suggested compost is 
one part redwood (or any) shav- 
ings; one part peat moss and one 
pert sand or sandy loam. Add one 
and a half ounces of garden ferti- 
lizer to each cubic foot of the 


| planting mixture and mix well be- 


| fore placing in the container or in 
‘the planting hole. 


|GOOD DRAINAGE 


When you grow cymbidiums in 


| containers place several pieces. of 
| broken pot material over the drain- 


age holes to assure quick drainage 
of excess water. Repot container 


;grown plants every two or three 
|years, moving them into. larger 


containers as is necessary. 
During dry summer months ov- 


;erhead watering is recommended, 
|A safe watéring rule is to soak 


the plant well and then do not wa- 


| ter again until the compost is bare- 
|ly moist. Fertilize lightly and fre- 


quently during the time the plant 
is making its vegetative growth.
